EXTRA SESSION LIKELY TO 
RATIFY CUBAN TREATY 



Aii Interesting Letter Prom Our 

Washington Correspondent or tho 

Doings at the Capital, 

The proposed Cuban loan of 835,000,000 
is still commanding considerable attention 
from the officials' at Washington. It has 
been indirectly the occasion of a renewal 
of the gossip in regard, to an extra session 
of Congress to Ijb called in November for 
the purpose of ratifying a treaty with Cuba 
and has caused no little anxiety in regard 
to Cuba's" future. The State Department 
in the absence of Secretary. Hay, referred 
the news of the proposed lonnto the Treas- 
ury Department on the ground that, being 
a. financial matter it came under the juris- 
diction of the Secretory of Treasury. Sec- 
retary Shnw, after giving tho matter some 
consideration decided that he had no juris- 
diction and returned the papers to the 
State Department, and it is now held that 
the United States has no ( authority in the 
matter pending the ratification of a treaty 
with Cuba which shall make the provisions 
of the Piatt amendment binding on both 
parties. 

In the mean time Senor Qdesada, the 
Cuban Minister, has expressed surprise 
and regret at the attitude assumed by the 
press of this country in regard to the loan. 
He says that in the first place the law has, 
so far, only passed the .Senate and still 
awaits the action of the House and the 
signature of tbe President.- Moreover he 
regards it as extraordinary that the friends 
of Cuba should assume that her govern- 
ment would act on any other than business 
principles. He says that if the loan is 
finally negotiated provisions will have 
been made for the payment of the interest 
and the setting aside of a sinking fund. 
He believes that a part of the loan scheme 
includes an assessment of an international 
revenue tax, similar to the warand revenue 
tax recently collected "by the United States, 
and by that means sufficient funds will he 
raised to make the loan a sound business 
proposition. Mr. Quesada contends that 
the business interests of Cuba will he serv- 
ed by the negotiation of the loan, that as- 
sistance can thereby be rendered to the 
sugar planters and a largo sum of. money 
will be placed in circulation which will 
make for the general prosperity. White 
the minister is too diplomatic to put it in 
just these words, his position is largely 
tin*; the United States has refused to Cuba 
the reciprocal concessions for which she 
asked and has said to her; "We have done 
enough for you. Now shift for yourself." 
Cuba is now preparing to shift for herself 
along lines that her best statesmen regard 
as advisable, and it seems pecular that the 
United States should step in and attempt 
to interfere with the plans' they adopt as 
for the best interest of Cuba, 

It is regarded as .extremely likely that 
the President will call the Senate in extra 
session and that he will present for ratift- 
catitm a treaty which will confirm the pro- 
visions of the Piatt amendment and at the 
same time make the tariff concessions on 
Cuban imports which he advocated nt the 
last session. On the other hand, Senator 
Burrows has made it known that he does 
notregard it us within the power of the 
Senate to modify tbe existing tariff sched- 
ules without the concurence of the House 
and that fact is likely to receive the care- 
ful consideration of the President before 
any decisive action is taken. 

There is current a report to tbe effect that 
Mr. Roosevelt will reverse the policy of 
President McKiniey and will lend tho as- 
sistance of the administration to Mr, Ad- 
dicks, of Delaware, in his efforts to become 
n.senator frotn that state. .So far it has 
been impossible to secure any positive con- 
firmation of the story but it is evident that 
the Republican organization .1* in serious 
straits in that state. Unless Mr. Addicks 
and Col. Dupont arrive at a settlement of 
their, differences in the near futnrc it is 
feared that the Democrats may secure the 
control of tbe legislature and possibly send 
two Democrats to tbe senate. 

The recent troubles in Ban Domingo and 
Haiti have caused a renewal of the discus- 
sion of the advisability of purchasing the 
Islands . for naval., stations for the United 
States.. Haiti especially ie of great itrat- 
egic .value and is mado'doubly so by the 
determination to construct the Isthmian 
canal by the Panama route. Hnlti is 
nearer ' to the canal ' than Cuba or Porto 
Rico and the- island has one remarkably 
good' harbor and -another which would 
prove available. With wet I stocked coaling 
stations In the Danish- West Indies. and 
Haiti, the United States would,, in the 
opinion of naval experts, bold. the key to 
the Caribbean sea and would be in a posi- 
tion to protect her interests against all 
comers. Ever since Grant was president, 
there has been more of less talk of purchas- 
ing, these islands and during the adminis- 
tration of President McKiniey .the. subject 
received considerable consideration hut was 
crowded off, the tapis by more. important 
and pressing events. - . '., '

Elgin Creameries Bankrupt. 

j/lhe Sands creamery failure hit thefarm- 
irs of Boone county hard. Between 830,- 
)00 and 840,000 is estimated to be owing 
to the patrons of the' different plants. 
When, news of the failure came the state- 
ment was made that the embarnssment 
^was only temporary, 

^It developed however, that Sands on 
Saturday filled deeds tranafering certain of 
his four Boon county plants to his sister, 
Melinda Maxwell, of* Grand Rapids Mich., 
and there was consternation among Iub 
patrons with threats to organize and in- 
vestigate the failure. Sands came from 
Chicago Sunday to explain to the patrons 
of Garden Prairie, his old home, that his 
concern known as the Elgin Creamery 
company would probably be able to pay 
most nf its indebtedness. His story, was 
given credit, hut the transfer of the cream- 
ery properties has. caused a feeling that 
there will be little left for the farmers. 
The property in Wisconsin includes 32 
creameries valued at 8182,000 



Tbe cause of the wreck is not known. 
The rails spread and the train was thrown 
off the track. There is a suspicion that tbe 
train waH wrecked by a' per eon who delib- 
erately pulled the boltB out of the roils. 
This is denied by tbe railroad authorities, 
who claim thatthe spreading of the roils 
was caused by a washing awayof the grav- 
el roadbed. 

Tbe train was running very rapidly at 
the time of the accident and it is remark- 
able that there was no loss of life. The 
train was made up of ten coaches, four 
sleepers and baggage, mail and express 
cars. All oE the cars, with the exception 
of the rear sleeper, left the track. The 
train was split in two and the cars thrown 
over on their side. Two of the cars were 
thrown twenty feet from the track and the 
track was destroyed for some distance. 

Tbe cause of the spreading of the rails is 
unknown. The railway officials made a 
careful examination but refused to" make 
any statement. It is said that they found 
that the bolts in all of tbe rails for about 
three rods bad been pulled out and that 
there is a strong suspicion that the acci- 
dent was the work of wreckers, although 
their object in derailing the train is not 
known. 

As soon as the train left the track it was 
seen at the station that there was an acci- 
dent. Tbe telegraph operator sent a man 
to ascertain the trouble and he was met by 
one of the brakemen coming toward tbe 
Btation on a run. Word was sent to 
neighboring towns and doctors were rush- 
ed to the scene of the wreck on special 
trains; ' The division superintendent 
ordered n special train made up to take in- 
jured to their homes and the rest of the 
passengers were sent on a special to St. 
Paul and Minneapolis this morning. .■ 

The injured passengers were carried to 
the station where the doctors from Oshkosb, 
Neenah, Mennsha and Dale did nil they 
could to relieve their sufferings, 

It was found necessary to build a new 
track over the place where this morning's 
wreck took place. The track has been so 
badly damaged and the wreckage had so 
blocked the road that it was impossible to 
uBe the division until a temporary track 
was built around the wrecked train.

WEEKLY CROP B ULLETIN • 

U. S. Department of Agriculture, Cll- 
" inntc f nud Crop Bulletin of the 
** Weather Bureau. 

Spmno field, III., Aug. 19, 1902,* 
The rainfall during the week was very 
heavy in the northern part of the state' 
causing some damage to grain in' shock* 
and delaying farm work, but over the 
southern half of the central district, the - 
amount was just sufficient for tbe growing 
crops. In some counties .in the southern 
district the drouth continues. The weather 
was cool, especially at night, except. in tbe 
southern district. Plowing for wheat is 
progressing except in the northern district 
where it is being delayed by rain and wet 
ground. Corn ie in excellent condition, 
though itis making slow growth and is 
still very green in the northern halE of the 
state, owing to cool and very wet weather; 
and dry weather and chinch bugs are caus- 
ing some injury to it in the southern dis- • 
trict. Estimates as to the time when' corn ' 
will be out of danger by frost vary consid- 
erably, but is believed by most correspond- 
ents that the early planted will be safe by 
September 15th, and the late planted by 
October 1st, in the northern and most of 
tbe central district; and early planted 
September 1st, and late planted September 
15th in the south, central and southern dis- 
tricts. These estimates, correspondents ' 
state, axe to a great extent dependent upon 
tbe weather, ns dry, worm weather would 
shorten the length of time necessary to 
mature the crop, and a continuation of the 
present cool, rainy conditions in the north, 
central and northern districts would greatly . 
lengthen it. In the extreme southern part 
of the state corn is already out of danger 
by frost. The yield of oats has been better 
than was expected, especially in the "cen- 
tral district where the yield was quite large \ 
and the quality above the average. Tbe 
crop was damaged somewhat in the north- 
ern district by rotting and growing in tbe 
shock, and in parts of the southern district 
by rust. Potatoes will be a large crop, but 
considerable rotting is reported. The pros- 
pect for apples seems to be better than was- 
hitherto reported. This improvement is 
marked in the central district where the 
reports, with few exceptions, indicate a 
large crop of fine quality. In northern and 
southern districts the reports are not so 
flattering, though a fair yield is promised.

Frank C. Andrew^, former vice-presi- 
dent of the Detroit* City Savings Bank, 
lias been convicted of looting that Insti- 
tution of $1,5711,000, wrecking the bank 
and sweeping away the savings of hun- 
dreds of persons iu moderate or poor, cir- 
cumstances. 

When the verdict was onnonnccd ( An- 
drews became deadly pale. "It's u ter- 
ror," he gasped. "It Is unjust, I never 
Intended st> defraud or cheat anyone. God 
knows it." 

'Phe tritil hud been In progress four 
weekri. Recorder Murphy gave the caso 
to the jury at noon nnd a verdict was 
reached nt 1:13, but was not brought lu 
until 2 o'clock. Only two 'ballots were 
taken. The first stood ten for conviction 
and two for acquit till, but the latter two 
soon Joined the majority. 

Attorney Kirch ner, representing the de- 
fendant, immediately moved for n stay' 
in pronouncing sen toil ce, announcing that 
an appeal would be taken. Recorder Mur- 
phy granted a stny of sixty days to per- 
mit the taking of un appeal. 
Lived tu Fine Style. 

A few months before the crash came 
which BWept air'ny bin fortune nnd left 
him iu n felon's cell. Andrews was one 
of the richest and most prosperous men 
ia Detroit.. 

He lived in magnificent stylo in a house 
on Woodward avenue, which cost him 
$100,000; be was police commissioner, 
lie owned stock In half n dozen hanks, 
In several electric railroads and In num- 
erous voliin hie properties, wns the vice- 
president ot the City Savings Bank, con- 
trolled a lending newspaper and was the 
treasurer of three trolley tines. 
• Within six months he had lost every 
farthing of his wealth, nnd to feed bis 
passion for speculation had robbed others 
of very nearly ?2,000,000. 

Rise Wns Sudden. 

Andrews' career Is no illustration of 
the proverb concerning the beggar on 
horseback. He wak born about thirty 
years ago In die little town of Romero, 
Mich,, aud until 1&D0 bis ambition bad 
not enabled him to rise abore a clerkship 
In a country store. 

In 1890 he went to Detroit wftb $5 In 
bis pocket nnd secured a job as a clerk 
inn ten! estate firm. His push, bis tire- 
less energy and bis Inordinate love for 
work won him quick promotion, and at 
the end of his first year of service ho 
bad ¥3,000 En bank. 

Then he went home, married his sweet- 
heart and returned to Detroit to begin 
"real work," , 

At the end of the two years Andrews 
had cleared ?2T>.(>00 and wns still win- 
ning. He was placed at the head of the 
loan department of the real estate firm 
and began his third yenr In Detroit as a 
full partner in the house. 

In 1303 the rising young capitalist nnd 
financier first felt the fever ot specula- 
tion which wns ultimately to prove bis 
ruin. Thus far he bad wisely invested 
his savings In hunk stock, nnd was now 
a power in the financial world of Detroit. 
His fortune waxed larger and larger, un- 
til In 1000 he had acquired so inusa of 
the stock of the City Savings Bank that 
he succeeded I it getting himself elected 
vice-president. The president ot the 
bank was Frank C. Piugree, a brother of 
the lato Hazen Pingree, hut the 'tctun! 
management of the Institution was large- 
ly in tho hands of the daring young finan- 
cier from Romero, 

Methods Were Open. 

Andrews had by this time proved him- 
self n successful speculator, and he was 
open in bis advocacy of that method of 
getting rich. He speculated freely, bet 
on stocks with the coolness of a veteran, 
and, as was generally believed, won 
some mil I Ui lis in his ventures, But the 
day on which he wns drawn Into the bet- 
ting on Amalgamated Copper stock was 
the beginning of his downfall. 

The banker played copper heavily, nnd 
by degrees lie added property after pi on- 
er ty to the burning pile, Ills railroad 
stocks went, then his tcuI estnte, then bis 
home, then his stock In the banks of oth- 
er cities, and finally he saw ruin staring 
him in the face. 

Looted the Ftiniln. 
One day In January last President Pin- 
gree took n little trip to New York to 
be gone a week or so. The first day 
that Andrews was left alone he overdrew, 
his account at the bank for ?1 ,000,000 
and cashed worthless checks for 5000,000 
more. 

Then came the explosion, but the buoy- 
ant young finnncler did not seem to enre. 
Ho wns cheerful In IiIh prison cell, end 
did not worry nlwut the mean things said 
of him In the papers. Although he had 
many friends before his fall, it was only 
with the greatest difficulty that he secur- 
ed bondsmen for the $10,000 at which his 
ball wus fixedv 
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'.'Bright prospects in nn> 
ricullurnl sections 'far out* 
weight the adrcrse Influ- 
ence of labor dispute* which ace sttll re- 
tarding trade and manufacture. Confi- 
dence In the future Is unshaken., drgders 
everywhere preparing for a heavy .foil 
trade, while contracts for distant deliver- 
ies run further Into next year than Is 
usual at this date. Activity has - been 
noteworthy in lumber regions, and fish, 
packing made now records. Hallway 
earnings arc fully sustained, the latest 
returns showing an average advance of 
'3,0 per cent over the corresponding time 
last year, nnd 21,8 per cent over 1000." 

II. G. Dun & Co.'s Weekly Review of 
Trade makes the foregoing summaiv of 
the trnde outlook. Continuing, the Re- 
view says: 

"Aside from the fuel scarcity and some 
congestion of traffic/ the Iron and steel 
situation continues propitious. Coke ovens 
In the Connellavlllc region maintain a 
weekly output of about 230,000 luus and 
find ready buyers at full prices. Much 
more could be Used to advantage. Con- 
ditions are Indicated by the number of 
orders going out of the country which 
domestic producers ennnot undertake. 
Thus far the Imports have had little In- 
fluence on- domestic prices, except as to 
billets, which are freely offered below 
the home market level. New contracts 
for pig iron were placed this week cov- 
ering deliveries In tho second quarter of 
100.1, nnd structural material is desired 
for bridges and buildings that will not ho 
received until even more remote dates. 

"Splendid growing and harvesting con- 
ditions have prevailed in most sections of 
the country, especially where the Inrger 
nnd more Important crops are raised. It 
Is now almost certain that the agricul- 
tural returns will be far above the aver- 
age as to quantity, while the low stocks 
nt the opening of the season are calcu- 
lated to sustain prices, nnd there la ilttto 
prospect of n return. to the low quota- 
tions of preceding years of bumper pro- 
duction.

Tltlti western pros- 
perity has been the keynote In everything 
of comment upon the general business tn 
tho country nc large. 

Borne 300 locomotives were added to the 
equipment of the Great Northern, North- 
ern Pacific and Soo roads during the year. 
The facilities for handling the Northwest- 
ern crops are materially increased over 
last year, yet even with this there la 
more concern lest the roads be unable to 
handle everything with promptness, usu- 
ally demanded by shippers. There will 
certainly he more tonnage this year than 
ever before aud there Is tho opportunity 
for railroad earnings In the Northwest 
surpassing every previous record by far. 

The grain trade Is waiting for nn esti- 
mate of the Northwestern wheat yield.

Bloomlngton at the State convention of

Louis and Belleville, are the main stock- 
holders in the Incorporation, which will 
succeed the old one, whose plant Clark 
Brothers purchased. 

In nn opinion by Attorney General 
Hamlin upon the question whether a per- 
son charged with n crime And of whose 
person the Circuit Court has jurisdiction 
may he tried for insanity and committed 
to an insane hospital, he holds, t<ftcr 
quoting various provisions of law upon 
tho subject that: ""Where It shall '. be nec- 
essary to Impanel a jury to try the ques- 
tion or insanity of n person charged with 
crime before the court having Jurisdiction 
of his person, such court mny commit him 
to* n proper hospital for the insane, end 
If, In the discretion of ofilcers of the In- 
stitution and the State board of charities, 
such course shall be proper and expedi- 
ent under the provisions of section *0 of 
the net providing for the establishment 
of an asylum for insane criminals; they 
should transfer such persons to the asy- 
lum for insane criminals."

Major Wlllard Reports on tbe Illinois 
River and Hennepin .Caunl. 

The nnnual report of Mnj. Wlllurd of 
the engineer corpB, who has charge of tha 
improvement of the Illinois 1 ' river and the 
construction of the, Hennepin cannl, 
shows_ that In carrying on the river Im- 
provement, which. Iiiib for Its object tbs 
construction of a waterway from Lake 
Michigan to tbe Mississippi river of suffi- 
cient "depth to permit tbe passage of large 
river steamers, there has been 'a total 
expenditure, up to June 30, 1002, amount- 
ing to $1,445, l>07,80. ' This Includes tbe 
construction of locks and 'dams, dredging, 
maintenance and care and repair of the 
plant. Owing to the failure of tbe river 
and harbor appropriation hill last year 
tbe work during the. fi sen J year ended 
June 30 last was confined to widening the 
channel to 200 feet between Kampsvllle 
nnd the: mouth of tbe river, removing 
snags and necessary care and repair of 
the plant, It being deemed advisable to 
retain sufficient funds for use in emer- 
gencies. A total of 110,452 cubic yards 
of material was removed during' the op- 
erations last year. It Is proposed to apply 
the funds now on hand >to maintaining a 
navigable channel of seven. feet between 
Copperas creek dam nnd the mouth of 
the river, widening the Bame to 200 feet, 
removing snags, dredging the channel 
from the, bar_.nt the mouth of Cacoupln 
creek, repair "of plant and property and 
In' making such local surveys as may be 
necessary from time to time. 

At the close of the fiscal yfar 1001 
there was an unexpended balance for the 
Improvement of the Illinois river of fSL- 
217,40, to which was added an appropria- 
tion of $70,000 carried in the river nud 
harbor bill passed last Juno, The amount 
expended during the fiscal yenr 1002 wus 
$ 15,442.03, which Included dredging, 
property and plant, care and repair of 
same, superintendence nnd olfice and 
snagging. On July 1, 1002, the balance 
unexpended nraonnted to $00,775.41, with 
outstanding liabilities to the amount of 
51,250. Mnj. Wlllard estimates (hat 
$1S2,000 will be required to complete the 
project of Improving the river. The lat- 
ter part of the Tcport is devoted to the 
Hennepin canal, the work on which also 
is under the supervision of MaJ. "Wlllard. 
After stating the object of tbe canal to 
furnish deep water -navigation from Lake 
Michigan to the Mississippi river, he 
grves a historical review of the work or 
the engineers to date and recommends 
that the remaining excavation be done by 
hired labor instead of under contract. lie 
directs attention to the fact that the un- 
certainties art* too groat to permit niccl- 
ficatlonB for a contract that can be tar- 
ried out with due regard to the intuits 
of both parties. During tbe last fiscal 
year the total expenditures on the canal 
amounted to $575;0CR, of which $151,213 
was incurred on the eastern section, 
$215,074 on the western section and 
$203,817 for the feeder line. To date the 
total expenditures -on the canal amount 
to $5,000,113.

Harvest of Wheat, Corn and Oata Prom- 
ises to He Great. 

Nature hns dealt lavishly with the 
farmers throughout the grain growing 
section of tbe coaatrj, despite the heavy 
rains of June nnd July In some localities, 
and tbe drought in others, and as a gen- 
eral proposition the crops will exceed 
those of last year, and In many instances 
prove the largest for a number of years. 

Not only Is tltare promise of (his being 
a banner year In the amount of grain 
harvested, but (prices are very high. 

Tbe monthly report of the statistician 
of tbe Department ot Agriculture shows 
the condition of corn on Aug. 1 to have 
been B0.S, as compared with 87 .5 on July 
1, 1002, D4 on Aug. 1, 1901, 87.5 at the 
corresponding date in 1900, and a ton- 
year average of S4. There has bt-en on 
Improvement during the month of 30 

?olnts in Pennsylvania, 7 in Indiana nnd 
Wisconsin, 4 In Ohio, Illinois and Kansas, 
Sin Iowa and 11 In Nebraska. This sub- 
stantia! Improvement In the most impor- 
tant corn States would undoubtedly have 
resulted in a marked improvement In the 
average for the entire /country but for 
the fact that fourteen Southern States, 
containing 20.8 per cent of the total corn 
acreage, show it it average decline durlug 
July ot 10.7 points. 

The statistician estimates the winter 
wheat crop at about 380,000,000 bushels, 
or an average ot Kl-S bushels per acre, 
While this estimate is snbjectto revision, 
thrashing not hclng siilliciectly advanced 
tn the more northerly sections of the wln- 
-cer wheat belt to Justify the making of a

AN 0RD1ANCE CONCERNING 
tHDEWALKS. 

Be it ordained by the President; nnd'Board 

of Tru'steea oEithe-VillnRe of , Antioch, 

Lake County, .Illinois : 

Section 1. That atb sidewalks con- 

struct ed in the village of Antioch, Illinois, 

except when' cither wise, specially directed 

by the village board, shall be laid as fob 

Iowb: 

Excavation to the depth of twelve (12) 
inchea below pradejine, on line and grnde 
as established- by Local Improvement 
Board \ said excavation to be filled by uein« 
eight (8)inchcBin depth of screened grtivel, 
four (4) inches of concrete, not more than 
one (1) part of cement to seven (7) of sand,' 
a top dressing 'composed of not more than 
one (1) part of cement to three (3) of sand, 
All sidewalks shall be laid to tbe eatipfne- 
tion and subject to the approval of the 
Local Improvement Board. 

Sec; 2. All sidewalks on the west side 
of Main street, beginning at the bridge, 
which crosses Sequoit Creek, thence south 
on tbe west side of Main street to the 
southeast corner of Thomas Wilton's opera 
house, shall ha six (6) feet wide. 

All sidewalks on the east side of Mnin 
street, beginning at the bridge, which urosas 
Sef|uiot Creek, thence south on the east 
side of Main, street to tbe intersection of 
Main street and Park avenue, shall be six 
(fi) feet wide. 

All sidewalks on the north side of ,Luke 
street, beginning, at the intersection of 
Main and Lnke streets, thence west on the 
north side of Lake street to a point opposite 
the west line of Victoria street shall be 
five (5) feet widel 

. All sidewalks on the south side of Lake 
street, beemuing-at the intersection of 
Main and Lake streets, thence west on the 
south side of Lnke street to the intersection 
of Lake street and Victoria avenue, shall 
be live (5) feet ^vide. 

All sidewalks on the south side .of Depot 
street (ho called) beginning at the Wiscon- 
sin Central depot, thence west on the south 
side of Depot street <so called) to the inter- 
section of Main and Depot streets, shall be 
five (5) feet wide.

Sec. 5. All ordi nances or parts of ordi- 
naucej in conflict witli this ordinance is 
hereby repealed.

ago as 1888i when Sir. Cleveland was 
In lils lira l term, a Democratic uouas 
Instructed its committee on manufac- 
tures to lnvcBtlguti! U'uets.. The com- 
mittee spent $1U,000, /heard many 
.people und took considerable testi- 
mony — and what wus the result? In 
Its report, made In 18S0, after the 
election of General Harrison, ,the 
committee declared thut the number 
of com bl nut Ions wus large and affected, 
a considerable portion of the manu- 
facturing und industrial interests of 
the country, but owing to dlfferoiicea 
of opinion between the members .of tho 
committee, It limited Its report to

If criminal proceedings had 
been brought, it Is probable that the 
stmiB Democrats would hnve 'com- 
plained because the power of the In- 
junction Had not been invoked.

In reference to trusts. All that has 
been 'done, Republicans have dune. 
When the Democrats were In power 
they did nothing, because they could 
not agree upon a measure, or were, 
entirely I ndifferent. to the ev il.

The fact Is the Democratic party In 
Jhe state or Illinois Is In a condition 
of utter demoralization. The last 
Democratic Mate administration was 
sueli that tbe party Ik Just lieg'limlng 
to recover from the comatose state In 
which It has been for: the past six 
years. 

The Alt geld reign was one of ruina- 
tion and disgrace. The nvcrnge think- 
ing member of the Democratic party 
began to be nshnmetl or ids own party 
and deny his allegiance. While there 
is some talk along the opposition of 
great things to be accomplished and 
higher prospects of success, still the 
party leaders are whistling to main- 
tain their courage and lteep heart in 
the rank and lile of the adherents of 
the Democratic faith.

Prealtlent May Call the Senate to Meet 
in November, 

There is a strong probability that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt will call the Senate In ex- 
traordinary session early In November. 
Ever since it became evident that nothing 
would be done to give reciprocity to Cuba 
at the recent session of Congress rumors 
of a more or less definite nature have 
been In circulation that the President 
would call an extra session either of tho 
entire Congress to enact Cuban reci- 
procity legislation or of the Senate to rat- 
ify, If possible, a reciprocal treaty with 
Cuba. During the last week Jt has been 
stated In Washington that It was the in- 
tention of President Roosevelt to call a 
Bpeclal session of the Sennte early In Sep- 
tember, A correspondent says, however, 
that it cau be stated with authority that 
he has no such Intention. Hiu time and 
that of many members of both political 
parties will bo occupied during September 
and October. It Is understood to be the 
belief of the President that a session of 
the Senate to ratify a reciprocity treaty 
would be much more likely to be fruitful 
of results if bold after the November elec- 
tions than If held before. 

A treaty with Cuba practically has been 
prepared. It requires ouly the finishing 
touches and the signatures of Minister 
Queshda and Secretary of State Hay to 
make It ready for presentation to the 
Senate, i 

No date. It is understood, has been fixed 
for the session In November, but that It 
will be -soon after the election Is reason- 
ably certain. The President, It Is said, 
hopes to hare tho reciprocity question 
cleared away entirely* before the regular 
session of Congress,

Company I rtcorji orated, with Capital 
of $1120,000,000. 

A harvester truBt has been formed by 
tho Incorporation at Trenton, N. J,,,of tho 
International Harvester Company with a 
capital stock of $120,000,000.; Tbe com- 
pouy, according to the charter, is to man- 
ufacture harvesting machines, harr cat- 
ers, binders, /reapers,' mowers, rakes, 
shredders and nil kinds of agricultural 
machinery, tools and implements, 1 . The 
new company, according to the best in- 
formation obtainable, Is to consolidate 
Home of the largo agricultural machine 
works of tho country, chief among which 
are those of the McCormlcks af Chicago. 

The Milwaukee Harvester Oompnny of 
Milwaukee, "Wis,, has been sold to the 
Eastern syndicate for $5,000,000. 

According to a census bulletin on col-, 
lars and cuffs, $10,210,817 Is invested In 
this industry and llfly-four out of the 
fifty-seven manufactories arc In the Stato 
of New York. About 17,000 persons are 
employed, ' 

Considerable anxiety is felt In diplo- 
matic circles In Constantinople over the 
Increasing unrest in Macedonia and' A1-.

In round numbers, 75,000. postmasters 
help Uncle Sam in carrying on bis busi- 
ness. Nineteen thousand clerks In' of- 
fices of the' first and second class' render 
their, assistance, nud 18,000 city carriers 
distribute daily the mails from house to 
house, while 10,000 rural carriers perform 
dally the same service in the thickly pop- 
ulated country districts. Tea thousand 
railway postal clerks cover the country 
night and dny. over the great Iron spider 
web at railroad lines, gathering dad dla- 
trlbuUng the malls as they fly. An army 
of contractors and sub-contractors, op- 
erating dally and weekly schedules, pene- 
trate the remotest and most isolated com- 
munities, distributing them to another 
army of fourth-class postmasters. One, 
hundred und sixty thousand, in round 
numbers, counting everybody, from the 
Postmaster General down to tho post- 
master In a fourth-class office, with a 
salary of $1 per month, or even less, is 
the number of "Uncle Sam's employes in 
the postal service. About 111,000 Is the 
number. In all the other brandies of his 
civil service. About 271,000 is tho grand 
total.

Among the long list of government em- 
ployes who draw pay ■ from Uncle Sam, 
the distinction of being the smallest sal- 
aried of any falls to Charles' Henry 
GSbbs, keeper of the "bug light" at Nan- 
tucket, who annually about June 20 re- 
ceives a check for $1, his year's salary. 
What is known as the "bug lighthouse" 
is -situated on n hill near -Mouomoy, 
Mass., on the south side of Nantucket 
harbor, and at the same time when tho 
Island was at the height of Its fame as 
a whaling port, was considered an inval- 
uable guide to vessels entering the harbor 
.at night. For twenty years it has not 
been used nt nil, but the government still 
retains the lighthouse and is willing to 
pay a man $1 a year to live there. The 
keeper has no work to do, but is allowed 
to keep bens and breed cats tor a living. 

Tho Agricultural Department has re- 
ceived a copy of the new German regu- 
lations for meat inspection and Importa- 
tion, which says that frc3h meats can 
only be imported in whole carcasses; car- 
casses of cattle nnd hogs may he split In 
half, but the halves must bo left together 
and be accompanied by the head, lungs, 
heart nnd kidneys. Cow beef must have 
the udder attached, and pork must in- 
clude the tongue. Except hnms, bacon 
and intcstiues, no piece of smoked or prc- 
Bprved meat weighing less than 8.8 
pounds Is nllowed, and adds of all kinds, 
as preservatives, are prohibited. 

The State Department finally has de- 
cided bow to treat the people of the Phil- 
ippines In relation to other countries. The 
llrst precedent Is the case of Edward 
Fanclxo, of Manila, who applied to Am- 
bassador White at Berlin for a Germau 
passport. The Ambassador's decision 
was that the man should have protection 
as a Philippine native loyal to the United 
States, but not being an American citizen 
ho la not entitled to a passport.

Representative Littlclklil, of Mnlne, 
who is expected to represent the admin- 
istration In the formulation of nn anti- 
trust law, lias couflded to a Washington 
correspondent the main features of his 
plan, as follows: Federal control of cor- 
porations engaged in Interstate com- 
merce; power given to the government to 
Inspect the doings of corporations having 
capital stock; regulation by the govern- 
ment of increase In capital stock.

When, 
however, the hint became a charge, 
and Its origin could be trnccd, Mr. 
Hopkins immediately made a vigorous 
reply: 

In this lie said, In pun: 

"After the bill hud been reported 
by me In obedience to the directions 
,of . the committee, n delegation from 
the printing trades council called on 
me and said the members wished to 
appear before the committee and pro- 
test against the bill. I explained to 
them that the mensuru hud been 
'ordered reported nnd tbnt it was no 
longer In the bunds of the committee. 

"When the bill came up In the house 
the position was taken by a majority 
of the congressmen thut the . work 
couiil be done by the government 
printing office. . The point wus also 
raised as to the possibility or tbe 
work being done by non-union firms 
in ease the director of the census was 
allowed to have a portion of tbe work 
done by outside firms, 

"I, as chairman of the committee 
and the reporter of the bill, offered 
on the floor of the hoitsc to accept 
an amendment providing specifically 
that If any portion of the work should 
be done outside It should be done by 
union labor, only. This was some- 
thing that never before hud been done. 
My offer toliccept such un itmuiidmcnt 
wus n recognition In national legisla- 
tion of - organized labor which was 
never before offered. 

'These facts are of record In the 
Congressional Record. I offered to ac- 
cept the amendment to show my good 
fulth with the labor men. The state- 
ment that I was In any wny hostile 
to union labor Is unqualifiedly false. 
Everything that Enm now saying can 
be verified by the records of the 
census committee nnd the proceed- 
ings of the bouse, as reported In the 
Congressional Record." 

This answer not. only completely 
disproves the charge of bis hostility 
to organized labor, but It nls'o firmly 
establishes the ' fact that Albert J. 
Hopkins Is now, and lins always been, 
n constant and loyal friend .to Ameri- 
can workl ngmen.
